STOCKHOLDERS OF BANK 
ORDERED TO PAY $141,000 


Court Holds Owners of Liquidated 
Kansas City Depository Liable to 
Springfield (Mo.) Firm. 

By the Associated Press. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 21.—A 
$141,554 judgment against 279 
shareholders of the liquidated Con- 
tinental National Bank of K*“insas 
City in favor of the former Hol- 
land Banking Co., of Springfield, 
Mo., was declared yesterday in a 
statement of facts and final decree 
issued by United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves. ae 

The controversy, which started 
more than 10 years ago, involved 
the handling of notes the presi- 
dent and the cashier of.the Holland 
Bank had in the Continental. It 
had ‘been charged that while the 
notes were personal liabilities of the 
president and the cashier, the Con- 
tinental Bank satisfied them from 
a deposit made by, the Holland 
Bank. . 

Liquidating agents of the Con- 
tinental paid out dividends of $430,- 
000 to that bank’s shareholders. In 
1926, S. L. Cantley, State Finance 
Commissioner, filed suit for $100,- 
000 and interest against the Kansas 
City Bank because of transfer of 
the Holland Bank’s funds. 

In.1927 Cantley and the Holland 
Bank .- won .a $97,274 judgment 
against the Continental in Pettis 
County. Cantley later filed suit in 
Federal Court for payment of the 
judgment. 

Judge Reeves’ decree held valid 
the decision of the Pettis County 
Circuit Court and said Continental 
shareholders were responsible for 
payment of the judgment.

He acted “sometimes like a child 
and sometimes like a maniac,” it 
was testified. On one occasion, it 
was said, he ran about his prem- 
ises nude and at other times beat 
on tin pans at night and. climbed 
a tree in his yard, carrying an 
alarm clock. 

Dr. M. W. Hoge, a specialist in 
nervous disorders, testified that a 
recent. examination of Corrington 
convinced him that the defendant 
was of unsound mind.

Corrington’s weapon was loaded 
and cocked, they testified. He re- 
sisted’ so vigorously on the way to 
the hospital, they said, that it re- 
quired several men to subdue him.

ted to the Legislature under spon- 
sorship of the County: Chamber of 
Commerce, were outlined by R. H. 
Riley, an associate of Harland Bar- 
tholomew, city planning engineer, 
at a meeting sponsored by the 
County League of Women Voters 
in the City Hall of University City 
last night. ° : 
The bill, which also would affect 
Jackson County, where it is spon- 
sored by civic organizations, pro- 
vides for regulation of subdivision 
platting, establishment of building 
lines along major highways and 
zoning of unincorporated areas, in- 
cluding regulation of location and 
use of buildings and of their height 
and size, density of population and 


The county planning commission 
would consist of one of the Judges 
of the County Court, selected by 
the Court; the chairman of each 
municipal planning body in the 
county and one citizen appointed 
by the County Court for a six-year 
term from the unincorporated part 
of each township Members would 
serve without compensation. 

The commission would prepare 
and, after public hearings, adopt 
a master plan to include studies 
and recommendations relative to 
location, character and extent of 
highways, railroads and other 
transportation routes; bridges, pub- 
lic buildings, schools, parks, park- 
ways, forests, wild life refuges, 
dams and projects affecting con-| 
servation of natural resources, 

Public improvements of types 
embraced in the plan could not 
be constructed without.approval of 
the planning commission, provided, 
however, that if the commission re- 
jected the. plans, the legislative 
body where the plans originated 
could overrule the commission by 
a two-thirds vote of its own mem- 
bership. 

The planning commission also 
would be empowered to adopt reg- 
ulations governing subdivisions in 
unincorporated areas, providing for 
locations and width of streets, 
building lines, open spaces and 
avoidance of population congestion. 
If the commission rejected a pro- 
posed subdivision plat, the rejection 
could be overruled only by the 
unanimous vote of the body author- 
ized to approve the plat. The com- 
mission also could pass on sub- 
division plats in incorporated areas 
on written request of legislative 
bodies in th areas.

John Roach 
testified he had examined the lights 
of Gerhart’s automobile after it had 
been parked at the curb some dis- 
tance from the accident, and that 
the lights were not on then but 
were in good working order. 


Luke E. Hart Jr., 6174 Kingsbury 
boulevard, whose attention was at- 
tracted by the sound of the im- 
pact when Miss Hummel was 
struck, likewise testified that the 
automobile’s lights were out when 
it was parked.

(Reports have been current for 
months that Hitler was planning to 
turn over the political direction of 
the Reich to Goering, retaining only 
his position as Fuehrer or “leader” 
of the German people.) ;

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 21.—The ninety- 
sixth: session of the Council of the 
League of Nations was called to- 
day. The problem of providing 
raw materials for Germany, with- 
out restoring colonies lost under 
the Treaty of Versailles, was fore- 
most on the agenda. 


With the backing of the United 
States and Japan, the Council was 
expected to name a committee to 
make a complete survey of the 
problem as it faced all nations. A 
satisfactory solution was consid- 
ered in league circles to be a guar- 
antee of peace. 

The Council president, Welling- 
ton Koo of China, already has been 
authorized to appoint an interna- 
tional committee to canvass world 
needs of raw materials. 

Also on the agenda was the Span- 
ish Government’s protests against 
Italian-German intervention on the 
side of Fascist insurgents in the 
civil war and seizure of two Span- 
ish merchantmen by German war- 
ships.

A stunt 
of the commercial press agents has 
long been to interest special writ- 
ers, Whose names carry weight, in 
the commercial projects which they 
represent, and offer such writers 
free trips, hotels, automobiles and 
other perquisites to make “investi- 
gations,” and write articles which 
sre then sold through normal chan- 
nels to magazines and newspapers 
and appear as completely disinter- 
ested reports. 

A while ago, when there was & 
campaign on the part of Hawaiian 
sugar interests to persuade Con- 
gress to let their product come into 
the United States free of tariff, 
and give it preference over Cuban 
sugar, writers were offered lux- 
urious trips to Hawaii with all 
expenses paid, if only in whatever 
they wrote they would point out 
that “Hawaii is an integral part of 
the United States.” Several celeb- 
ries accepted the suggestion and 
had a pleasant and profitable win- 
ter vacation. 

The administration uses the same 
lechnique. Special writers who 
tre known to be favorable to the

portunities to get “on the inside” 
on special stories.

It got its start during 
the war, when expert molders of 
public opinion and public psychol- 
ogy were turned loose by the Gov- 
ernment to sell the people the war. 
Before that, in most countries, the 
foreign offices and the chancel- 
leries had secretaries who were 
really press attaches, contact men 
with the correspondents, whose 
business it was to facilitate their 
getting news. That was a useful 
and probably necessary function 
But they did not write editorials 
and news releases and press them 
into journalists’ hands! 

And even now, after the experi- 
ence of the war, there is nothing 
in any democratically-governed 
country to compare with what is 
going on here. We have been ac- 
customed to seeing the people 
lobby the Government, but it is a 
new thing to see the Government 
lobby the people. With the peo- 
ple’s money.

I wonder who paid for the very 
handsome and ‘convincing exhibi- 
tion which was organized at the 
Democratic convention last June to 
show all that the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had done. It was a 
sort of before-and-after exhibition, 
designed, of course, to excite the 
greatest admiration for the Gov- 
ernment’s accomplishments. . Did 
the Derhocratic party, bidding for 
re-election, pay for it? 

I was told that much of.the work 
was done by WPA workers on 
white collar projects.

Court Considers Rival Claims 
for $24,000 “Left for 
Care of Animals. 


Rival claims of the Humane So- 
ciety of Missouri (St. Louis), and 
the Humane Society of St. Louis 
County, to the $24,000 estate of Mrs. 
Mary Caroline Todd, were taken 
under advisement in St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court today by Judge Robert 
J. Kirkwood. 

Mrs. Todd died in 1920, at the 
age of 87, leaving an $80,000 es- 
tate, of which her will directed that 


$60,000 should go to build and main- 
tain “a haven, shelter or hospital 
for disabled, homeless, friendless 
and distressed dumb animals.” Rela- 
tives filed suit to break the will, 
charging that Mrs. Todd was of 
unsound mind, and testifying that 
she gave birthday parties for her 
pet cats, and otherwise showed ec- 
centricity. 

Settlement of the relatives’ suit, 
and shrinkage of securities held 
by the estate, have reduced the 
amount available- for the proposed 
shelter to $24,000, the court was 
told by Arthur E. Kammerer, 
counsel for the trustees. This would 
not suffice, the trustees held, to 
provide such an institution as Mrs. 
Todd contemplated, They asked for 
an order of court, preferably in 
behalf of a humane organization 
with a shelter already established. 
If not awarded to some such insti- 
tution, the estate would revert to 
the State of Missouri.

Engineers Offer Services on Smoke 
Problems. 


Members of the Smoke Abate- 
ment Committee of the St. Louis 
Section of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers offered their 
services to the Board of Aldermen 
as consultants yesterday in a letter 
to William L. Mason, president of 
the board.

BISHOP M. J, GALLAGHER DIES;

I must say that the bidding was 
nothing to elicit admiration. The 
fact that it occurred in a duplicate 
game makes the North-South bid- 
ding particularly bad. At no time 
did either partner mention no 
trump, which, on their combined 
holdings, would have been the logi- 
cal contract. West's two diamond 
bid also was rather strange. There 
was no reason to anticipate that 
the takeout double of one spade 
‘would be left in and, therefore, no 
reason to mention the lower rank- 
ing suit. As to the redouble, the 
actual subject of the controversy, 
outside of the fact that it came 
from the wrong hand I see little 
reason to cavil at it. South should 
have redoubled. When he did not 
do so he should have considered 
himself fortunate that North acted 
on his behalf.

Over-privileging, he believes, is 
the most disastrous of all the pa- 
rental ‘attitudes. “An over-privileged 
child”—(he used the word as we 
have’ always. used .“spoiled”)—"“an 
over-privileged child is always like- 
ly to get into difficulties in later 
life. From the very start by the 
use of such attention-getting mech- 
anisms as temper tantrums, night 
terrors, and even bed-wetting, he 
learns to control his family. In his 
first sickness he observed the solici- 
tude of mother or father for his 
welfare and is smart enough to 
try the same bag of tricks after- 
ward. Just like the little girl in 


who threatened to hold her breath 
until she got ‘black in the face un- 
less somebody did what she wanted. 
A parent who coddles a whiny or 
spiteful child will never get free of 
it.” 

The day of reckoning comes, Dr. 
Berg continued, during adolescene 
when the child is detached from 
his parents and has tO face the 
world alone. He Very. soon finds 
that he can’t get from the world 
what he got from indulgent par- 
ents. The adolescent finds, too, that 
the world doesn’t give a darn if he 
gets black or blue in the face from 
holding his breath. 

“That's the period,” said the men- 
tal doctor, “at which the young 
man or woman resorts to anti-so- 
cial, maybe actually criminal, means 
to attain his desires, Or he may de- 
velop into a neurotic, or become in- 
sane, because he has never learned 
to say ‘No,’ to himself.” Because 
he believes that denial is a virtue, 
Dr. Berg’s New England friend of 
the foot-tapping technique, who is 
also a doctor, withheld sweets in 
any form from his children until 
they were four or five years old, 
and would munch candy in their 
presence to bring home to them the 
lesson of self-discipline! 

Dr. Berg considers that objec- 
tivity on the part of the par- 
ent is the central principle of 
child discipline; that is, that par- 
ents must cultivate in themselves a 
certain hardening of the heart if 
they are going to succeed in their

Ways of doing that are as varied 
as human nature, but must be 
sought for maximum effect.

some form. Most often these are 
very mild and hardly noticeable ex- 
cept to the alert eye. 

In a complete case, the bones of 
the skull, of the legs, arms and 
backbone are affected. They all get 
thicker and heavier, due to the de- 
posit of an extra supply of calcium, 
The forehead becomes high and 
bulging. The leg bones become 
heavy and bowed and correspond- 
ingly shorter. Similar changes oc- 
cur in the arm bones, The bones 
can be seen in the X-ray plate as 
very dense and thick. 


The real cause of the shrinking in 
height, however, is the change in 
the backbone. Between each bone 
in the vertebral column is a layer 
of softer ous tissue known 
as the inter-vertebra] disk. There 
are about 22 of these discs, some of 
them almost an inch wide, so it 
can be seen if they began to de 
crease in thickness, it would easily 
account for the 10%-inch shrink- 
age of this striking case.
